MINISTER CALLS CON-

TEACHER’S CONTRACTS 


Following the Trustees’ Convention 
at Calgary the first week of Febru- 
ary, the Minister of Education has 
taken steps to bring together repre- 
sentative teachers and trustees in 
order that the authorized form of the 
agreement, between teachers and 
(school boards, might be finally revis- 
ed. The complaint was made at the 
Trustees’ Convention that the pres- 
ent authorized form was not reci- 
procal in its terms, The points there 
raised will be fully discussed by the 
conference which has now been called 
and any new proposals that either 
side desires to bring forward, will 
also be dealt with. 

The Minister has asked the Teach- 
ers’ Alliance to name four represent- 
atives to meet with an equal number 
of trustees, nominated by the execu- 
tive of the Trustees’ Association, to 
meet in Edmonton on Saturday morn- 
ing, the 5th of March. The confer- 
ence will be presided over by the 
Deputy Minister of Education, Mr. 
John T. Ross. 

The Teachers’ Alliance has named 
the following four representatives: 
Mr. H. C. Newland of Edmonton, Mr. 
Chas. E, Peasley of Medicine Hat, Mr. 
T. E. A. Stanley of Calgary, and Mr.

NOTES FROM POTATO 
GROWERS’ CONVENTION 


The Potato Growers’ Short Course 


and Convention, held at the Univers- 
ity of Alberta, concluded a four days’ 
| session on February 11th, Throughout 
the session a large number of inter- 
| ested growers from the Edmonton 
district, and more distant points, list- 
ened to a series of progressive lec- 
| tures dealing with the various aspects 
| of production and marketing of pota- 
toes. 

Growers were impressed with the 
fact that the business of growing vo- 
tatoes must become specialized and 
that certain principles founded on 
science must govern in cultural, fer- 
tility and marketing practices if pota- 
to growers are to receive the most 
the most protable returns. The lec- 
tures dealing with the plant and its 
culture showed that the potato plant 
was highly organized and _ required 
more than ordinary attention, but giv- 
en this it would respond quickly and 
generously. Our soils are naturally 
very fertile and well suited to this 
crop. The three most essential fertiliz- 
ing elements, nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and postassium are found in quan- 
tity in our soils, but the liberation of 
these into valuable plant food by the 
soil flora is greatly assisted by stable | 
manures which add millions of active | 
organisms to the soil. For this reason 
stable manure is the best and cheapest | 
form of fertilizer for potatoes. 

The relation of potatoes diseases 
to yield, and the methods of control | 
received the attention they deserved. 
Potatoes diseases, although compar- 
atively rare in Alberta, are present | 
in variety and quantity sufficient to 
cause millions in loss to the province 
if not properly controlled. Proper 
seed treatment and crop rotations are } 
mportant, but the use of certified seed 
and the individual seed plot are the} 
only recognized means to efficiently | 
combat the more serious degenerating | 
Leaf Roll and Mosaic. The} 
seed plot also offers the best oppor- 
tunity to obtain and maintain the | 
highest yielding and disease free | 
strains of seed tubers, Caution must | 
be exercised in the introduction of ! 
seed potatoes from outside sources be- | 
of the disease problem. The | 
better course is to produce our certi- | 
| fied seed at home when the finest | 
conditions prevail for growing seed 
of the highest vigor and quality. 

Growers were told that the Uni-| 
versity of Alberta prepared to 
t them in obtaining certified and | 
registered seed, and they were invit- | 
ed there to make use of the University 
to get information regarding the 
suitability of varieties, culture, and 
potato diseases. Three circulars have 
been prepared for potato growers by 
the Department of Field Husbandry 
entitied, “Potato Diseases,” Methods 
in Potato Culture,” and “A Classifica- 
tion of Potato Varieties,” respective- 
ly. 

The success of the convention and 
the work that is being done by the 
University in this field is best indicat- 
ed by the following resolution. “We, 
the members of the Edmonton District 
Potato Growers’ Association, thank 
the University of Alberta for the 
Short Course for Potato Growers and 
express our heartiest appreciation of | 
the work done by the Department of | 
Field Husbandry in the co-operative 
experimental plots during the past 
season, We hope that this co-opera- 
tive experimental work will be con-} 
tinued, and we hereby pledge our- 
selves to do all in our power to furth- 
er this work, and we request that the 
University take charge and super- 
vise this work in the future as it has 
done in the past.”

For more than a year, upon the 
invitation of the Minister of Educa- 
tion, public bodies and organizations 
throughout the Province have been 
studying this question.

| EXPERIMENTS IN 
| ~ CO-OPERATION WITH 
POTATO GROWERS 


Last summer the Department of 
| Field Husbandry of the University of 
Alberta carried out a series of potato 
experiments with the Edmonton Dis- 
trict Potato Growers’ Association, and 
the observations made were highly 
valuable and satisfactory. So im- 
portant were the result# that the or- 
ganized potato growers not only ex- 
pressed their keen appreciation pub- 
licly but unanimously passed a re- 
| solution requesting the University to 
| continue the work for at least another 
year, 

The experiments were carried out 
on the farms of eight of the Associa- 
tion’s representatives, Each plot was 
distinguished from the others by some 
important difference such as soil 
temperature, soil moisture, fertility, 
ete, This fact made possible a variety 
of conditions which would make the 
results nearly representative of the 
average conditions in the Edmonton 
District. The chief object of these 
experiments was to find a suitable 


variety of potatoes which the Edmon- 
ton Potato Growers’ Association might 
safely adopt for co-operative market- 
ing. A suitable variety includes high 
cooking quailty, good shape, high

| yield and disease resistancy. These 
points were given careful attention. 

Space does not permit of a detailed 
statement, but some other divisions 
of the work include: 


1, The set conditions most favor- 


able to high yield. 


2. The set conditions most favor- 
able to Common Scab, also Rhizocton- 
ia, 


3. The relative susceptibility of the 
varieties to Common Seab and Rhiz- 
octonia. 


4. A study of Mosaic, Leaf Roll, 
Black leg and Spindle Sprout. 


5. The relative cooking quality of 
the varieties. 


The main observations, some of 
which cannot be entirely conclusive 
from one year’s work are as follows: 

1. Soil moisture and soil temper- 
ature largely control the amount of 
scab which may develop on a crop. 

2. Most potato soils, even if virgin, 
normally contain scab-erganismst and 
that continued planting of potatoes on 
the same ground will quickly increase 
the scab infection in the soil. 

3. The conditions that favor the 
presence of Rhizoctonia are very sim- 
ilar to that of scab. 

4 Irish Cobbler yielded 307 bush- 
els per acre of marketable tubers, or 
33 bushels more than Early Ohio. 
Irish Cobbler also exceeded Wee Mc- 
Gregor by 37 bushels; Early Favorite 
by 88 bushels; Carmen No. 1 by 47 
bushels; Prairie Flower by 55 bush- 
els; Up to Date by 61 bushels and 
Table Talk 51 per cent. 

5. The cooking test of the varieties, 
kindly conducted by Miss M, Patrick, 
Head of the Department of House- 
hold Economics, gave the following 
scores: Early Ohio, 85 per cent; Ir- 
jish Cobbler, 82.5 per cent.; Early 
Favorite, 71.6 per cent.; Wee Mce- 
Gregor, 62 per cent; Carmen No. 1, 
56.5 per cent.; Up to Date, 54.5 per 
jcent; Prairie Flower, 51 per cent.; 
and Table Talk, 51 per cent. 


The cooking scores of the varieties 
} from early plot gave interesting re- 
sults: Irish Cobbler and Early Ohio 
consistently scoring high, while those 
obtaining lower scores, especially the 
four lowest, were consistently low. 
These low scored varieties were waxy 
and in many cases soggy and sweet. 
Wee McGregor showed the greatest 
variation in quality giving a high 
score in two instances and a very low 
one in others. 

Common Scab evidenced its usual 
freakishness, The popular idea is 
that scab cannot occur on land where 
potatoes have not previously grown. 
This idea was entirely dissipated be- 
cause on two plots which were virgin 
soil, one had about 20 per cent, of 
scab, while the other had only a 
trace. An investigation of the data 


20 per cent. of scab had a very high 
temperature during the season and 
was also fairly dry. The plot having 
only a trace was both cool and miost. 

Another interesting comparison of 
plots, which were not virgin, brings 
out a similar case. One lot had never 
grown potatoes before but had about 
eight tons of manure applied previous 
to planting. This plot hand about 4 
per cent, of scabs, and the date in- 
dicated that both dry and hot. condi- 
tions were present, The other plot 
had grown both potatoes and beets 
preceeding and also had a quantity of 
manure applied each year, Only a 
trace of scab developed here, and the 
data indicated that both moist and 
cool conditions prevailed during the 
main growth season, 

Many interesting observations were 
made in relation to scab and the other 
diseases of the potato crop, also on 
cultural methods, but enough has al- 
ready been said to indicate the value 
}and the possibilities of this co-opera -

A Holstein cow recently eclipsed all 
Canadian records for yield of milk and 
percentage of butter fact, according 
to Report No. 12 issued by the Domin- 
ioin Department of Agriculture. This 
report gives the records of perform- 
ance of all pure bred dairy cattle from 
April 1, 1919, to March 31, 1920. Also 
the standards of every breed, and a 
list of bulls qualified for registration. 
The names of the cows are given, and 
also those of the sire and dam, the 
owner, the breeder, age at test, date 
of calving, production required, total 
production, percentage’ of fat, the 
number of days milked, and, in the 
majority of cases the number of times 
milked per day. The last mentioned 
matter having lately been a subject 
of experiment at the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, Guelph, and Macdon- 
ald College, Que., it is interesting to 
note that many of the Ayrshires were 
milked three times a day and some 
of the Holsteins four times. Of the 
Ayrshires the greatest yield for the | 
year is credited to a mature cow 
owned by the Nova Scotia Arie 
tural College, Truro, and the best per- 
centage of butter fat to a cow i

GENTLEMEN: If I neglected to tell you of the wonderful per- 
formance of a Hart-Parr Tractor in one of my chapter plays, “The 
Silent Avenger,” I would be unfair to you and lacking in appreciation 
of an excéllent piece of machinery.
